information,  will  find  much  aid  in  being  enabled  to  -ace  to 
some  ancestor  their  lineage  as  contained  herein. 

It  may  be  very  dimcuit  in  time  to  trace  the  lineage  of  those 
who,  living  in  a  country  filled  with  an  admixture  of  various 
races,  to  prove  their  pare  blood  from  American  ance:  tors  who 
settled  in  this  country,  unless  we  keep  a  true  record. 

Although  there  are  many  references  to  the  distinguished 
Bayard  family,  there  appears  to  be  no  connected  line  of  de- 
scent from  the  three  brothers.
